“We are agreed, I take it, that holding 


companies should be prohibited. But what 
ef the controlling private ownership of in- 
dividuals or actually codperative groupe of 
individuals? Shall the private owners of 
capital stock be suffered to bse themselves 
in effect holding companies? 

“We do not wish, I suppose, to forbid 
the purchase of stocks by any person who 
pleases to buy them in such quantfties as he 
can afford, or in. any way arbitrarily to 
limit the sale of stocks to bona fide pur- 
chasers. : 

Shall we require the owners of stock, 
when their voting power in several com- 
panies, which ought to be independent of 
one ther would constitute actual control, 
to make election in Wwhiem ot them they will 
exercise their right to voter This question 
I venture’ for your consideration.

There is another matter in which impera- 
tive considerations of justice and fair play 
suggest fhoughtful remedial action. 

Not only do many of the combination 
effected or sought to be effected in the in- 
dustrial world work an injustice upon the 
public in general; they also directly and 
seriously injure the individudls who are put 
out of business in one unfair way or anoth- 
er by the many dislodging and exterminating 
forces of combination. 

“I hope that we shall agree in giving pri- 
vate individuals who claim to have been 
injured by these processes the right to found 
their suita for redress upon the facts and 
judgments proved and entered in suits by 
the government where the government has 
upon ite own Initiative sued the combina- 
tions complained of and won its suit, and 
that the statute of limitations shall be suf- 
fered to run against such litigants only from 
the date of the conclusion of the govern- 


“It is not fair that the private litigant 
should be obliged to set up and establish 
again the facts which the government has 
proved. He cannot afford, he has not the 
power, to make use of such processes of 
inquiry as the governmert has command of. 

“Thus shall individual justice be done 
while the processes of business are rectified 
and squared with the general conscience.

“I have laid the case before you, no doubt, 
as it lies in your own mind, as it lies in the 
thought of the country. 

” What must every candid man say of the 
suggestions I have laid before you, of the 
plain obligations of which I have reminded 
you? 

That these are new things for which the 
country is not prepared? No; but that they 
are old things, now familiar, and must, of 
course, be undertaken if we are to square 
our laws with the thought and desire of the 
country. 

“Until these things are done conscien- 
tious business men the country over will be 
unsatisfied. 

“They are in these things our mentors 
and colleagues. We are now about to write 
the additional articles of our constitution 
of peace, the peace. that is honor, and free- 
dom, and prosperity?’

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HEAD NOISES. 

NE of the most frequent calls for 

help coming to this column is for re- 

lief from head noises. Searching 

far and near, I have not been able 

to find a suggestion simple of ap- 
plication and offering hope of relief for 
many sufferers, and these are the reasons: 
The ear is. divided into three parte—the 
external ear, the middle ear and the in- 
ternal ear. The external ear opens to the 
outside and, at its inner end, is closed by 
the drum. The middle ear opens into the 
throat, and, at its outer end, is closed by the 
same drum. Then the purpose of the ex- 
ternal and middle ear is to receive the 
sound waves and convert them from air 
waves into bone waves. The internal ear 
converts these bone waves into nerve im- 
pulses which the brain interprets ae 


e the internal ear 


that, when that part of the internal ear is 
disturbed there is vertigo, swimming in the 
head, and e fainting. 


When one is ie Ak the ‘epee on 6200 
jar the eye, he sees stars; when the bron- 
chial tubes are irritated, there is cough. 
When the nerves of the internal ear are 
irritated, the irritation expresses itself not 
by stars, or cough, or sense of heat or 
cold, or pain, but dy “ noise.” 

In the case of head noise the external 
ear should be examined. Wax may be 
irritating the drum. Lf so, and it is cleaned 
out and the canal is kept clean, the trouble 
will end in this group of cases. 

Occasionally the ears are too keen. In 
this case, cotton in the ears will bring re- 
lief. In some cases the throat man will 
find that adenoids or tonsils are interfer- 
ing with the canal from the nose to the ears. 

— 


These are the unusual causes of head 
noise. The usual cause is trouble in the 
internal ear or the bones that surround 
it. Any inflammation or disease of any 
sort in the internal ear such as would 
cause pain in another part of the body 
causes head noise. 

Head noise merely means that the inter- 
nal ear is being pained and is responding 
to the irritation in the only way known to 
it. Doctors try to find out something 
more about the trouble by inquiring into 
the nature of the sound. For instance, 
some say that a sharp, metallic, striking 
sound like that of a hammer striking an 
anvil is due to in the bones. 

Furthermore, they try to sound conduc 
tion of the bones. Bones get denser and 
under other circumstances more porous, 
and the ear test is a fair test for bone 
density.

Pour No. 1 inte No. & 
keeping the solution clear by adding additional 
quantities of No. 2 if precipitation is reached. 
Use the above combined solution as a wash; 
and in case that infection is feared, bind with 
adhesive pilaster absorbent cotton saturated 
in the solution over the wound. When cotten 
is dry throw it away and renew. Wash wound 
with alcohol before renewing. 

POULTICE, to use on sore where antirax 
has developed: Take a dish of common galt 
and wet the same with spirits of camphor until 
about the consistency of mush. Apply directly 
to the sore, plaster approximately ene inch 
thiclf of this material, binding the same on with 


each application wagh thoroughly with alcohol 
before renewing. 

; In case of anthrax, in addition te the above 
poultice give internally Lachesis Trigono- 
cephalus in 80th potency, four grains every 
three bours. 


COLD SORE TREATMENT. 

M. H. C. writes: “I want to suggest that 
in the matter of cold sores, bathing with 2% 
per cent of carbolic acid solution, followed on 
retiring by an application of carbolic salve,

The princess, who has just died at an ad- 
vanced age, hae been the heroine of many a 
European novel, notably of that by the well 


Jenewn French author, Leon de Tinseau, en- 


titled “ Comment on Devient Pacha.” 
She was in her younger days and even in 
her middle age, one of the most romantic 


" figures of the great world of Constantinople 


and of Cairo, where her name, even to the 
last, has remained on every lip. 

At the time of the world's fair at Chicago, 
twenty years ago, she took the leading part 
in the representation of Turkish and Egyp- 
tian women's work at that exposition, and, 
if my memory sérves me, interested herself 
in a similar fashion in behalf of the inter- 
national exhibitéop at St. Louls a decade 
later. 


— 

The princess held advanced views for an 
oriental woman, and may be said to have 
been one of the leaders of the movement for 
feminine emacipation in the Ottoman em- 
pire. 

She was never tired of denouncing the 
harem system and insisted that it was in 
no way connected with the Koran or ordered 
by that book. 

The system, she declared, simply grew out 
of the privilege which Mahomet conceded to 
men of having four wives. The prophet 
recommends meh to limit themselves to one 
wife, but permits four. 

Princess Nazieh ‘argued that harem seclu- 
gion is owing to the fact that the husband 
of several wives cannot leve them all, and 
that it is doubtful whether any of them love 
him. Knowing this and holding the rela- 
tion towards his wives of master rather 
than husband, he fears other men and takes 
what precautions he can by shutting up his 
women at home and obliging them to go 
velled abroad. 

Princess Nasleh added that in the harem 
system the man is the chief sufferer. He is 
not loved, but erg and deceived. 


Princess Nasleh wend to entertain exten- 
sively at Cairo, giving dinner parties, at 
which she appeared unveiled in the most 
exquisite Parisian creations, and at which 
both men and women, foreigners of course, 
were frequent and welcome guests. 

Her eyes were of the brightest blue; her 
hair, of which she had a great wealth, was 
rich golden in hue; her mouth was a pretty 
one, and her elegance worthy of the Vien- 
nese great world.

|RULES FOR SAFETY 


OF LIVES AT SEA 
GIVEN TO NATIONS 


International Conference Re- 
ports Regulations; Ends 
$es:lo. $ in London. 


WIRELESS FOR ALL SHIPS 


Provides Life Boats or Rafts for 
Ail Passengers; Ice Patrol 
to Be Established. 


* 


LONDON, Jan. 20.— The task of securing 
greater security for ships at sea and their 
passengers was dealt with in a thorough 
manner by the international conference on 
safety at sea, which came to an end today. 
The delegates of fourteen nations this after- 
noon signed a convention laying down regt- 
lations for the future. 

Lord Mersey, the president, in making the 
closing speech, referred in a general way to 
all the subjects which had: been discussed 
and on which agreements had been reached' 
by the delegates. 

The president told of arrangements for ice 
patrols, ice observation, reporting of dere- 
licts, regulation of the speed of vessels dur- 
ing fogs, lighting of Ships, life saving ap- 
paratus, wireless code signals, water tight 
compartments, fire prevention, double bot- 
tome, drills and inspections and steering ap- 
paratus. He did not give out the full text 
of the convention, which first must be sub- 
mitted to the various governments. 


Use of Wireless Is Extended. 

The convention provides that all merchant 
vessele when engaged in international or 
colonial voyages, whether steamers of sail-. 
ing vessels and whether carrying passengers 
or not, must be equipped with wireless teleg- 
raphy, if they have on board fifty persons or 
more, except where that number is increased 

The ebdpty states, however, have the 
di on to make suitable exceptions in cer- 
taim cases, the most important of which are 
vessel which on their voyages do not go 
more than 150 miles from the nearest land. 

A continuous watch for wireless purposes 
must be kept on all vessels fitted with wireless 
telegraphy as soon as the government or 
state to which the véssel belongs is satisfied 
such a watch is useful for purposes of saving 
life at sea. 


Boats or Rafts for All. 

Wireless apparatus must have a range of 
at least 100 miles and an emergency ap- 
paratus placed in the safety place unless 
the main installation is in the highest part 
of the ship in conditions of the greatest 
safety. 

The master of a ship in distress is to have 
the right to call for assistance among ves- 
sels which have answered his appeal from 
those vessels which he thinks are best able 
to render him assistatice. The other vessels 
may then proceed on their voyage. 

The convention lays down that there must 
be accommodation in lifeboats or their equiy- 
alents for all persons on board a ship. 

The convention further provides that there 
must be a minimum number of members of 
the crew who are competent to handle boats 
and rafts and these men must hold a certifi- 
cate of competency issued under govern- 
ment authority. | : 


Dangerous Cargoes Forbidden. 

The carriage of dangerous goods is forbid- 
den and each administration is to issue warn- 
ings as to what goods are dangerous. 

For detecting fire an organized system of: 
patrols is called for and the regulations re- 
quire adequate provision for extinguishing 
Are and for the organization of crews for 
fire and boat drilis.. 

The ships of contracting states which com- 
ply with the requirements of the convention 
shall be furnished with certificates which 
shall be accepted by ell states az having the 
game value as certificates issued by them 
to their own ships. 

Provision also is made for the interchange 
between governments of laws and regula- 
tions relating to safety of life at sea and 
for the imposition by each guvernment of 
penalties in case of neglect to comply with 
the provisions of the convention. 

Other countries may come in to the con- 
vention up to Jah. 81. It comes into force 
on July 1. 1915, after ratification by the die- 
ferent states. 


Ice Patrol Service Provided. 
Lord Mersey summarized the principal pre- 
visions of the conventlon. He said: 

“An international service is to be estab- 
lished by the nations chiefly interested, for 
the purpose of an ice patre! and ice observe- 
tions, as well as the destruction of derelicta, 
in the north Atlantic. It is to be under the 
control of the United States. 

“The duty also is imposed on all ship mas- 

ters to report the presence of dangerous ice 
and derelicte, and a code has been prepared 
to faciittate this reporting. 
„Wen ice is reported on or near the track 
a ship must proceed during the night at mod- 
erate epeed or alter its course so as to clear 
the danger Sone.

Jail « Physicians Hold It 
Wrong to Cut Bullet from 
Brain of Wife Murderer. 


SHERIFF HAS FINAL SAY. 


The medical authorities of the county jail 
were called on yesterday to choose at once 
between thé following issues for a patient: 


Insanity for life. 

Death. 

They voted for death. Their ballot was 
sent to Sheriff Michael Zimmer by Jailer 
Will T. Davies. 


Decides Fate of Prisoner? 

The vote probably has decided the fate of 
Andrew Oleson, a prisoner in the jail hospi- 
tal who is awaiting trial on a charge of hav- 
ing murdered his wife. Oleson is in the hos- 
pital because of a bullet he fired into his 
brain in September shortly after a quarrel 
with rMs. Oleson, during which he shot and 


killed her. 

Oleson was taken immediately after the 
shooting to the hospital at the house of eor- 
rection. There an operation was performed 
in an effort to save his life. A part of a bul- 
let was removed. The balance of the lead 
was not removed because of his condition. 

Following the operation Oleson was taken 
to the jail hospital, where the surgeons have 
been waiting until he regained sufficient 
strength to withstand an operation. Jail 
Physician Thomas A. Hogan and his assist- 
ant, Dr. P. H. Barnett, were in charge of 
the case. 


Doctors See No Hope. 

After a thorough examination of their pa- 
tient and a conference with Jaller Davies, the 
physicians announced their decisions. 

„Oleson is too weak to stand an operation 
at this time without dying on the operating 
table, one of the physicians said, but even 
if he regains sufficient strength to make an 
operation possible it hardly would be right 
to try to perform it. It would leave the man 
a hopeless maniac if he survived. But he 
might not survive. The bullets are embedded 
in a pecuilar part of the brain, and there is no 
doubt what would be the result of an opera- 
tion for their removal. If the bullets are not 
removed there is no hope for his recovery.” 

Even if the man were operated on without 
appearance of lunacy, he would face death 
on the gallows for the murder of his wife.

tonight. He left a note blaming the paper 
for his death.

Taylor Jr., city editor of the paper, who is 
handling the crusade against the quacks, 
was threatened with death in two telephone 
messages from persons who blamed him for 
Miller's suicide.

He declared that a doctos whe 
falsely represents that a patients is suffering 
from an ailment is a menace to society. 


Doctors Supposed to Know. 

Doctors are supposed to know their busi- 
ness,” Judge Ryan said, and if they tell a 
patient he is suffering from some disease and 
this is found to be false the doctor is to blame. 
It is no excuse for a doctor to say the patient 
told him he was sick. There are hundredsof 
people who think they are sick. It is the 
doctor’s business to find out whether the pa- 
tient is sick or not, despite the beliefs of the 
patient. I find the charges ~ ageinst Dr. 
Gowans warrant me holding him over to the 
grand jury.”

ISS AGNESS NERING made her debut in 

song recital last night in Orchestra 

hall before.a large and appreciative 

audience. She elected to introduce her- 

self to her fellow townsmen in a pro- 

gram that represented the standard literature 

of song worthily .a that included as well 

many compositions. that rarely und a place 

among the offerings of the singers. These 

unfamiliar works were drawn from Polish 

sources and represented Gall, Wasalacsynski, 

Karlowicz, Kratzera, and Moniussho, compos- 
ers quite strange to local concert rooms, 

The outstanding attribute of these Polish 
songs is graceful, rhythmically vocal melody. 
They carry always a hint of the dance. As 
to their emotional significance it Was suc- 
cessfully concealed behind the barriers of 
foreign language, but one ventures to believe 
that Miss Nering sang them charmingly. At 
least she contrived to convince the listener 
of the attractive qualities of her voftée which 
may be briefly catalogued. The. toné is fresh, 
vital, sympathetic, of = t volume, but of 

e most young s0-< 
pranos, Miss Nering is happiest when she 
exploits the upper part of her voice. The lower 
register is weak and the tone here is some- 
what -uncertainly produced. 

A group of German songs by Grieg, Strauss, 
and Hugo Wolf was less successfully pre 
sented. The singer here was too ‘much con 
cerned with the purely vocal aspects of her 
task. There was slight definition of the mean- 
ing of the text chiefly because of faulty enun- 
sented. The Polonaise from Mignon con- 
cluded the first divisioa of Miss Nering’s pro- 
gram and made some display of facility. She 
offered further songs by Hillemacher, Mayr 
Kozlow, Mery Bela, Speaks, Ashfod, and Mac- 
Fadyen. 

Hugo Kortschak assisted, presenting a for- 
gotten sonata by Locatelli and Havanaise,” 
by Saint-Saéns. As an interpreter of old 
Italian violin music Mr. Kortschak is splendid- 
ly equipped. His art always is concerned with 
refinements of tone; with grace as well as with 
earnestness of style, with beauty of thought, 
and of spirit as well as with a potent appeal 
to the tonal sense. His revival of the Loca- 
telli sonata made us acquainted with a per- 
fect example of Italian music from its noblest 
and most inspired period and was most heartily 
to be commended.

Arthur C. Merz made his appearance in con- 
cert Monday night at the Fine Arts theater be- 
fore an appreciative, if not large, audience. A 
program varying from the old Italian school of 
Monteverdi down to a few recent English bal- 
lads, offered opportunity for a good display of 
a considerable vocal art and an effective dis- 
play of a worthy concert style in its more in- 
timate phases. 

Mr. Merz found his best field in the Dich- 
terliebe of Schumann. The cycle affords so 
many contrasted styles of song that ‘ability to 
sing them all well requires a talent more than 
mediocre. That Mr. Merz proved quite capable 
of interpreting them with full attention to their 
meaning and with unswerving dynamic control 
is a fair commentary on his command of Ger- 
man song. 

The recital served also to introduce a most 
gifted and promising violinist, Arcule Sheasby, 
who knows how to play a melody with ap- 
pealing beauty of tone and with real elegance 
and distinction of style. His tone is not large 
and it is perhaps a trifle over-sentimental, espe- 
cially in such trivial compositions as the 
“ Berceuse”™ of Friml and the Chanson Medi- 
tation” of Cottonet. But the fine sense for the 
value of the lyric phrase and the songful im- 
pulse of melody saves him from exaggerations. 
Admirable musicianship and ample command of 
the mechanical possibilities of his instrument 
were displayed in the Handel D major sonata. 
Mrs. Charles Orchard served as accompanist.
